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DETAILED ACTION

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed March 22, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

The Applicant argues the finality of the previous office action was improper. The 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Specifically the Applicant argues that the 
amendments made to the claims were clarifying in nature and should not have 
necessitated the new grounds of rejection. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The 
amendments changed the scope of the claims, however, and directly resulted in the 
new grounds of rejection and is therefore proper. 

The Applicant argues the combination of Kraft and Alanara fails to disclose 
determining a storage location from a plurality of storage locations..., the plurality of 
storage locations including at least one storage location in said terminal and at least one 
storage location accessible over a mobile communications network. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. As recited in the Final Rejection, Kraft is relied upon to disclose 
different storage locations (see column 4, lines 29-30) and Alanara is relied upon to 
disclose a storage location accessible over a mobile communication network (see 
column 5, lines 1-19). The Examiner further submits that the claim language does not 
require choosing between local and remote storage, as the Applicant contends. For 
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example, Claim 1 only requires at least one storage location accessible over a mobile 
communications network. 

The Applicant argues that Jeon fails to disclose storing information in a first 
preferred location selected by a user and storing information in a second preferred 
location selected by a user. The combination of Kraft and Alanara is relied upon to 
disclose the user selection location (see e.g. Kraft column 4, lines 52-64). Jeon is only 
relied upon to disclose the storing of information in another location based on availability 
of storage space. 

The Applicant argues Smith et al fails to teach a method of storing information 
from a mobile communication terminal for later retrieval by that mobile terminal. The 
Examiner submits that Smith is only relied upon to disclose the limitation of presenting 
to a user a list of available data items. Alanara is relied upon to disclose method of 
storing information from a mobile communication terminal for later retrieval by that 
mobile terminal (see Final Rejection). 

The Applicant makes similar arguments with respect to the remainder of the 
claims, however, for the same reasons outlined above, the Examiner respectfully 
disagrees.
